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What’s Happened 
To Augusta Law? 


Through use of intimidation and vio- 
lence to gain their ends, the striking 
bus drivers at Augusta are doing irrepa- 
rable harm to the cause of organized 
labor in this state and throughout the 
South. Such tactics have no place in 
a community, state or nation where the 
rule of law is the basis of government. 

We will not argue the details of the 
events leading to the strike nor the 
merits of the drivers’ case. That is Au- 
gusta’s problem and the concern of the 
bus company and the drivers. Of one 
thing we are sure, however—mob rule, 
terrorism, gangsterism and intimidation 
are abhorrent and hateful under what- 
ever guise or from whatever source 
they spring. 

Such tactics will not be tolerated in 
a free country nor must any organiza- 
tion be allowed to take advantage of 
that freedom in bypassing the law or 
taking the job of the courts into its 
own hands. 

For weeks the public has been read- 
ing of the growing acts of violence— 
buses and cars fired upon and other 
disorderly occurrences. The final straw 
is the bombing of the home of an oOffi- 
cial of the company. This is little less 
than an out-and-out attempt at mur- 
der. It is inexcusable. The perpetra- 
tors should be brought to justice and 
made to pay the full penalty of the law. 

We have fought for years for the 
right of our people to be free of the 
hooded terror of the Ku Klux Klan, 
which attempted to substitute mob rule 
for democracy. We defend that right 
against any other organization that at- 
tempts to use the same tactics. Such 
organizations make a mockery of decent 
and orderly operation of the safeguards 
of our society—our courts and law-en- 
forcement officers. 

The incidents at Augusta are such 
a mockery. 

We respectfully call upon the people 
of that city, its law-enforcement offi- 
cers and the principals involved to take 
stock of themselves and end this ridicu- 
lous travesty upon law and order. It’s 
an intolerable situation that reflects no 
credit on anyone. Instead, it renders 
serious damage to the good name of 
Augusta and Georgia.

Rep. Hoffman’s Probers 


Have Seen the Light 


It was inevitable that sooner or later 
the investigators would trip over their 
own investigations. 

Members of his permanent investi- 
gating committee have stripped Rep. 
Clare Hoffman (Rep., Mich.), chairman, 
of authority to launch investigations on 
his own. Reportedly, the action was in 
retaliation for his order to a subcom- 
mittee to cut 19 probes under way to 
one complaint. 

Undaunted, Representative Hoffman 
said, “There are too many congres- 
sional investigations, anyway.” To that 
most of the American people will say 
a hearty ‘‘amen.” 3 
We do find one thing to question, 
however, if news reports of the event 
are accurate. Representative Hoffman 
had ordered his committee to cease in- 
vestigations that would embarrass the 
“new administration.” 

We agree heartily that the ever- 
growing crop of probes is being used 
by subcommittee chairmen to seek 
headlines and to get themselves before 
television cameras. Sen. Joe McCarthy 
has made a career of that. But if in- 
vestigations we must have, let’s not 
spare the Republicans any more than 
the Democrats—who literally investi- 
gated themselves out of office. 

As we've said before, however, it’s 
difficult to see how Congress gets its 
work done. Investigations are a legiti- 
mate and worthy congressional func- 
tion, but they have been made farcical 
by the scores of probes into things rang- 
ing from public morals to the nation’s 
eating habits. The congressmen have 
a good time, but far too few probes 
result in their intended function—to 
provide informational background for 
legislation. Most of them provide only 
political ammunition to further ambi- 
tions of individuals and parties. 


Russia Is a Riddle 
Any Way You Look 


The harder the effort to figure out 
the riddle of what is going on in Soviet 
Russia and to guess the course of Soviet 
policy, the more is the confusion. 
Through the maze of words one fact 
emerges that does appear to be fact: 
Russia is a riddle and anybody's guess 
is about as good as another’s. 

The United States and most Western 
mations have attempted to attune their 
foreign policy objectives to counter 
those of the Communists. This has re- 


sulted in frequent about-faces and 
changes of pace. Most of their moves 
have caught us off guard and the Krem- 
lin has managed to retain the initiative. 

Through all of this it seems that 
there is only one thing we have to 
remember. Whatever changes that oc- 
cur in Soviet policy to meet tactjcal 
situations, the objective is still the same. 
World domination is and has been the 
aim of Russian and Communist impe- 
rialism. Accepting that fact, we should 
be able to form a foreign policy that has 
continuity, at least. 

The United States should set its 
own course and follow it, instead of 
simply reacting to the various power 
moves of the Kremlin. It would be 
cheaper that way and less jarring on 
our nerves. We are great enough and 
our responsibilities are such that we 
must decide our own course and stick 
to it. This business of disarming one 
moment while mobilizing the next does 
not nor has it ever made sense. 

We should set a firm course con- 
sistent with the need and in accord 
with our capabilities and firmly stay 
on it. And in the long-range power 
struggle these words of Adlai Stevenson 
might well be kept in mind: 

“To meet the crisis of our day, we 
must have affirmative values and clear- 
cut objectives. The challenge to all of 
us is to prove that a free society can 
remain free, human and creative, even 
when it is under heavy and ruthless 
fire; that it can combat poverty, injus- 
tice and intolerance in its own midst, 
even while resisting a monstrous for- 
eign despotism; and that it can mean a 
glimpse of serenity and hope, even 
while calling on them for sacrifice.”

The nickel 
streetcar fare has gone the way of the 
good 5-cent cigar. 

Indeed, some places transit fares 
have quadrupled since the advent of the 
electric railway, in many cities they 
have doubled since World War II. 

Chicago, St. Louis, Detroit, Seattle 
and Minneapolis now charge 20 cents 
a ride. Indianapolis uses a 20-cent zone 
fare, Boston will go to 20 cents next 
week. 

However, Cleveland, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles are operating at a 
15-cent 
$1,200,000 net profit last year. 

New Orleans offers the cheapest 
ride in the nation—seven cents. But 
the New Orleans transit line, publicly 
owned, is losing money. : 

Those are some of the disclosures 
of a United Press cross-country survey. 
Generally speaking, the picture is one 
of transit systems losing money or mak- 
ing very little. 

Atlanta has its problem, as we well 
know. And if misery loves company, 
then we have lots of it. When it comes 
to transit, Americans are pretty much 
on the same bus.

Ike’s °56 Plans 
Put GOP on Spot 


WASHINGTON—Republicans are show- 
ing signs of being disturbed over reports 
regarding Eisenhower’s second-term plans. 
Almost from the beginning of the adminis- 
tration, of course, the story has been going 

the rounds that the 
President has_ no inten- 


tions of seeking re-elec- . 


tion. 

Even before he took 
office he is supposed to 
have confided to some 
of his intimates that, at 
his age, one term would 
be enough. He has 
never denied the _ re- 
ports. At an early press 

ie conference he laughed 
off remers who questioned him on whether 
he had ever said privately to some of his 
friends that he only wanted one term as 
chief executive. 

Since then, after finding the responsibili- 
ties of the office to be what they are—the 
heaviest in the world—lIke has said other 
things in a similar vein. He has indicated 
that four years on the job will be more than 
enough for him. Now nearing 63, he would 
be 70 at the end of a second term. 

Republicans are finding such talk em- 
barrassing. They feel that if it is allowed 
to go unanswered it will hurt them in the 
campaign next year for control of Con- 
gress. Consequently, pressure is being 
exerted from some quarters to have the 
President make a premature statement of 
his intentions. 

Democrats, incidentally, are being 
blamed for putting out the line about the 
President’s one-term plans. At least Re- 
publicans are accusing them of doing so. 
That is hardly the fact. The only thing 
Democrats have done is to speculate a little 
more freely than members of the Presi- 
dent’s own party on his stepping aside at 
the end of his present term. 

Ike being the first winner the Republi- 
cans have been able to pick in 20 years, 
some of his supporters are a bit sensitive 
about suggestions he may not be available 
for re-election. 

But there are more immediate reasons 
why Republicans are anxious for the Presi- 
dent to scotch the retirement rumors. His- 
torically, the odds are against the party in 
power making gains in the midterm elec- 
tion which will come next year. 

There are other handicaps the GOP 
sees looming in the coming congressional 
campaign. Most important is that Eisen- 
hower will not be on the ticket. 

The fact that Republicans have been 
unable to carry out campaign pledges for 
reducing taxes and balancing the budget 
will be good talking points for the Demo- 
crats. Instead, the administration has 
found it necessary to continue present high 
taxes, and it is now- admitted there will be 
little chance of bringing the budget into bal- 
ance before fiscal 1955. 

Of course if the administration is able 
to end the hostilities in Korea and show 
some real progress in reducing government 
expenditures the Republicans stand to bene- 
fit by that. But party leaders do not like 
the report to be kept alive about the Presi- 
dent being ready or determined to retire 
when his term is up.

The children may be on vacation, but 
Georgia school officials are making more 
news this summer than one can shake a 
stick of type at. Here are a few_ of the 
happenings this week: 

1. The State School Building authority 
voted to ivetea . 000,000 worth of bonds, the 

agen : sxe proceeds to be used for 
school construction. \ 

2. The State Board of 
Education approved $5,- 
142,697 in state aid for 
$6,276,467 in school 
building construction in 
nine city and county 
systems, 

3. A member of a 
joint Senate and House 
committee declared 
“‘someone is going to 

have to go home and tell the folks that 
Santa Claus is dead.’’ Sen. Walter Harri- 
son says there is a growing tendency of 
county school systems to ask the state for 
help when they should be ‘‘digging down 
locally.’’ There is tremendous merit in the 
senator’s position, but taking home the news 
Santa Claus is dead is indeed a lugubrious 
assignment. 

4. Another legislator in the sphere of 
schooling has suggested there should be a 
law preventing school superintendents from 
shifting from job to job. He declares such 
shifting is a disruptive influence. 

All the above enumerated events took 
place this week at the state level. Back 
home systems were having school bonds 
voted, possibly mulling over the import of 
Senator Harrison’s words, and all the while 
making plans for the fall's influx of scholars. 

Webster says an influx is ‘‘a flowing in; 
inflow; an inpouring.’’ Perhaps the word 
is too mild for our purpose. Torrent per- 
haps would be a better choice. 

State school officials foresee a total of 
854,000 students in the common schools 
once the opening bell sounds. This figure 
would represent an increase of more than 
29,000 over last year’s total. 

Perhaps it is well that the school offi- 
cials are working through the summer. 
What they’re going to have on their hands 
in the fall is nearly a third of the population 
of the state. 

Georgia’s school system gets more 
money than any other function of govern- 
ment ... far more, and this preponder- 
ance of spending appears to be one of our 
wise choices. This state has a tremendous 
ratio of young to total population. This is 
a young state with a lot of future under 
18 years of age. 

These people who are concerned through 
the hot summer with what goes on in the 
winter should have the commendation of 
all. The legislative school study commit- 
tee, the School Building Authority, the 
State Board, and all the countless thousands 
in the cities and the counties are putting 
their energies into a project where the 
investment in faith draws a tremendously 
high interest rate.

Attack on Protestant Clergy Sowed 
A Whirlwind That Must Be Reaped 


J. B. Matthews sowed a wind; the whirl- 
wind is beginning to be reaped. President 
Eisenhower’s denunciation of ‘‘irresponsi- 
ble attacks’’ in the American Mercury by 
Senator McCarthy’s staff director and the 
ousting of Matthews do not end this case. 

Two overriding questions still demand 
answers: 

1. Is the Protestant clergy particularly 
helpful to communism? The Matthews arti- 
cle does not prove it. For the kind of ‘‘evi- 
dence’’ he adduced would pin a Red label] 
on millions of citizens whose loyalty is un- 
questioned. He finds guilt even in demands 
for repeal of the McCarran Act—which hun- 
dreds of ministers of other faiths have also 
opposed. 

Ministers are usually humanitarians. 
Matthews reported that 253 signed the Red- 
instigated Stockholm ‘‘peace’’ petition. 
There are 257,000 Protestant ministers in 
the United States and some have been 
naive, to say the least, about politics. Solid 
evidence of actual party membership in 
a few cases comes from Herbert Philbrick, 
who said he knew seven or eight ministers 
who were Communists. Philbrick has a 
record as a careful witness. But even his 
testimony indicates no general ,infiltration 
of the Protestant clergy. 

There are at least three reasons why 
communism finds such penetration diffi- 
cult. First, Red materialism is especially 
repugnant to all whose main reliance is on 
spiritual power. Another is that the min- 
ute a minister started preaching commu- 
nism—or anything closely related to it—his 
congregation would revolt. There can be 
few Protestant churches in the United 
States where the controlling voices are not 
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those of conservative elders and vestrymen. 

Again, Protestantism’s tradition of free 
discussion and rejection of ecclesiastical 
authoritarianism naturally arms its minis- 
ters and congregations against Red authori- 
tarianism. 

The strangeness of this charge leads to 
the second question: 

2. To what extent is anticommunism 
being turned into anti-Protestantism? Prot- 
estant ministers do not have a monopoly on 
support for social reform. Why did he not 
mention the numerous Roman Catholic 
priests and Jewish rabbis who have like- 
wise opposed the McCarran Act? 

Why is the hunt for Reds in education 
centered on colleges with Protestant back- 
grounds and on public schools? 

One reason Protestant ministers have 
beén under fire from some congressional 
investigators is plain. Many have been cou- 
rageous critics of the reckless blackening 
of reputations and the conscious or uncon- 
scious effort to regiment opinion in which 
too many investigators have indulged. The 
Protestant instinct of dissent has naturally 
risen against those who say in effect, ‘‘If 
you aren't my kind of anti-Communist you 
can’t be an anti-Communist at all.’’ 

The Matthews case should sound an 
alarm bell—and not merely for Protestants. 
For this sort of thing is bound to backfire. 
We cannot believe that thoughtful Roman 
Catholics have any desire to see anticom- 
munism turned into anti-Protestantism. For 
any such move spells religious strife and 
a weakening of essential measures to com- 
bat Red infiltration. The struggle must go 
on both against totalitarian communism 
and totalitarian anticommunism.
